ON MOONEY CSE 


New York Executive Prom- 
ises Mother of Prisoner 
He Will Send Note After 
Leaving Governorship. 


WILL ACT STRICTLY 
AS PRIVATE CITIZEN 


Will Forward to California 
Documents Which Are 
Given to Him as New Evi- 
dence on Bombing. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. T., Dec. 31.—Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt yesterday re- 
ceived Mrs. Mary Mooney, 84-year- 
old mother of Tom Mooney, con- 
victed of the San Francisco bomb- 
ing 16 years ago, and promised he 
would write to Gov. James Rolph 
of California about the case. 

Roosevelt, who today retires as 
Governor of New York, said he 
would communicate with Rolph 
after he leaves office. 

Asked by one of Mrs. Mooney’s 
companions what he would say in 
the letter, Gov. Roosevelt replied: 
„I cannot say until I consider the 
case a little more.” 

Mrs. Mooney, arriving in Albany 
late Thursday, went to the capitol, 
but missed the Governor who had 
left the executive offices. He was 
unable to see her at the executive 
mansion Thursday night. Yester- 
day while she waited in the execu- 
tive reception room, Gov. Roose- 
velt called his secretary, Guernsey 
T. Cross, and invited her to see 
him at the mansion. 

She was accompanied by Louis 
B. Scott, representing the Tom 
Mooney Molders’ Defense Commit- 
tee; Louis Weinstock of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor Committee 
for Unemployed Insurance; Alfred 
Hirsch of the National Committee 
for the Defense of Political Prison- 
ers; and William L. Patterson, na- 
tional secretary of the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense. 

Scott, after the meeting, said the 
President-elect was “sympathetic.” 

Interview With Roosevelt. 

Crossing to a large desk in the 
Governor’s study, behind which sat 
Gov. Roosevelt, Mrs. Mooney said: 

“I wish you would do your ut- 
most to help by boy who has been 
in prison, although he is innocent, 
for almost 17 years. My boy is a 
good boy.” 

Gov. Roosevelt answered slowly: 
“I feel sure because so many people 
believe he is innocent that there 
must be some reason for believing 
in his innocence. “I am unable to 
take action as Governor.” 

Scott interrupted to say that two 
other Governors had written to 
Rolph urging a pardon for Mooney, 
who is serving a life sentence. 

Gov. Roosevelt then said he 
would write to Rolph after he re- 
tired from the governorship and 
before he becomes President. 

Wilson’s Action Recalled. 

Scott said he told Roosevelt that 
President Wilson had “saved 
Mooney’s life” by communicating 
with the California Governor. 
Roosevelt answered “Yes, I am 
familiar with that as I was in 
Washington at the time.” 

Roosevelt was Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy during the Wilson 
administration. 

Scott and Patterson said Roose- 
velt “should demand the immediate 
release of Mooney,” adding that if 
the President-elect interested him- 
sels in the case he would rally the 
Sympathy of the workers of the 
country and force California to 
free an innocent man.”

Hurley Denies He Told Connally It

Cities From Reds.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31. — De- 
nuntiation by Senator Connally of

The second former convict cap- 
tured was Harold Walters, who 
held up three employes of a chain 
grocery at 1250 Hodiamont avenue 
and took $20. 

Detectives, summoned by radio, 
who got a description of his dark 
overcoat and tweed cap from the 
employes, found him walking at 
Hamilton and Etzel avenues. He 
had the stoléh money and a loaded 
revolver in his pockets. 

At first he said he ‘was Harry 
Doyle and had never been in trou- 
ble before. Police recognized him, 
however, as Walters, who was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison after 
admitting 11 robberies here in 1926 
and 1927.

CITY TAX COLLECTION 


Seeks Injunction Against St. 
Louis and St. Louis County 
Officials. 


Suits were filed by the Public 
Service Co. today to enjoin the Col- 
lectors of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County from attempting to collect 
1932 taxes due from the company 
on the basis of the present assess- 


ment. 

The transportation company’s 
property in the city and county was 
assessed at $25,000,000, but it argues 
in the suits that the actual valua- 
tion, in comparison with assess- 
ments of similar properties else- 
where in Missouri, would not ex- 
ceed $20,000,000. 

Yesterday the company tendered 
the two Collectors checks for a 
total of $525,464.12, almost exactly 
four-fifths of the amount of the tax 
bills, which are for $657,079.55. 

Collector Koeln, in the city, and 
Collector Benson, in the county, re- 
fused to accept, since they are al- 
lowed to take only the full amounts 
of bills. 

The suits, filed simultaneously 
in Circuit Court in the city and at 
Clayton, say the collectors are 
threatening to gue the company for 
its taxes and to seize its property 
in satisfaction. The petitions, 
signed by Stanley Clarke, president, 
declare the company is willing to 
pay the amount of taxes found 
justly due in court. The sums ten- 
dered exceed the amount properly 
due, the suits add. 

Originally the assessment of the 
company in the city and the county 
for this year’s taxes was fixed by 
the State Tax Commission at $35,- 
000,000. The State Board of Equal- 
ization reduced the assessment to 
$25,000,000, but the company argues 
that this figure is excessive and 
Was adopted deliberately and arbi- 
trarily, discriminating against the 
company. The company contends 

e law required uniform assess 
ment of all property in the State in 
the same class. 

Taxes not paid by tonight will 
become delinquent, subject to a 
penalty of 1 per cent a month.

UNIONTOWN, Pa., Dec. 31. — 
Three brothers were sentenced here 
yesterday in the ambush murder 
of their father, Isley Tate, moun- 
tain cattle man. 

Testimony was that George Tate, 
19-year-old “black sheep” of the 
family, and his brother, Sam, 15, 
plotted the murder to get $200 
from their father’s pockets. Jobn 
Tate, 21, was guilty only of sharing 
in the loot afterward. 

George was sentenced to West- 
ern penitentiary at Pittsburgh, for 
life by Judge S. John Morrow. 
Sam was sent to a reform school. 
John, the least guilty of the three, 
was fined $300, given three years to 
pay and then paroled so that he 
might support his mother and nine 
sisters. 

Neighbors of the Tates testified 
at the trial. The cattle man, 
known all through the winding 
trails stretching out around Bruce- 
ton Mills, W. Va., was described as 
ruling his family “with an iron 
hand” and treating the children 
“like dogs.” Witnesses said he once 
traded a woman for a sho and 
a cow; that he had five common- 
law wives and two legal wives; 
that he kept an arsenal“ in the 
hills, having guns hidden in the 
brush and under the 8 at 
many places. 

His widow, Mrs. Nellis * Tate, 
who testifled in defense of her 
sons, sat motionless in court as 
the case, pending since the killings 
in September, was disposed of. The 
three boys pleaded guilty two 
weeks ago.

Why Prohibition Has Failed. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ATIONAL prohibition has failed be- 
cause it is unenforceable and violates 

the basic purpose of law. Blackstone ob- 
serves in his Commentaries: “That con- 
stitution or frame of government, that 
system of laws, is alone calculated to 
maintain civil liberty, which leaves the 
subject entire master of his own conduct, 
except in those points wherein the pub- 
lic good requires some direction or re- 
straint.” 

The eminent American jurist, James 
Coolidge Carter, in his lecture, “Law, Its 
Origin, Growth and Function,” shows 
what happens when this fundamental 
principle is disregarded. “There are a 
vast number of laws on the statute books 
of the several states,” he declared, “which 
are never enforced, and generally for the 
reason that they are unacceptable to the 
people. There are great numbers of oth- 
ers the enforcement of which, or attempts 
to enforce which, are productive of brib- 
ery, perjury, subornation of perjury, 
animosity and hate among citizens, use- 
less expenditures, and many other public 
evils. All these are fruits of the common 
notion, to correct which but little effort 
is anywhere made, that a legislative en- 
actment is necessarily a law, and will 
certainly bring about, or help to bring 
about, the good intended by it, whereas 
‘such an enactment, when never enforced, 
does not deserve the name of law at 
all, and when the attempted enforce- 
ment of it is productive of the mischiefs 
above-mentioned, it is not so much law as 
t is tyranny. Among the evils which op- 
press society, there are few greater than 
that caused by legislative expedients un- 
dertaken in ignorance of what the true 
nature and function of law are, and the 
effective remedy—at least there is no 
other—lies in an effort to correct this ig- 
norance by knowledge.” 

Laws are made, primarily, in- order to 
safeguard people in their normal func- 
tions. National prohibition forbids a nor- 
mal function and regards all people as 
potential drunkards. This implied slan- 
der on the American people has reaped the 
evil harvest of the last 12 years. Pro- 
hibitionists argue that man’s power to 
resist liquor is so weak that drastic laws 
are needed to proiect him. They seem 
to forget that this upplies only to abnor- 
mal men. As a matter of fact, however, 
such an attempt to prevent by law rath- 
er than suasion increases desire and 
makes drunkenness more prevalent, 

“Men,” said Plato, “should be trained 
to self-command against pleasures, as 
they are against pains, not by keeping 
out of the way of temptation, but by reg- 
ulated exposure to.temptations, with mo- 
tives at hand to help them in the task 
of resistance.” From the standpoint of 
moral discipline, self-command is fos- 
tered in a people not by absolute removal 
of the object of desire but by the healthy 
exercise of will power in its presence.

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MAYOR O’NEAL’S FIGHT. 

Mayor O’Neal of St. Charles thinks his city should 
own its own electric light plant, and is leading the 
forces in favor of a $300,000 bond issue, to be voted 
upon next Thursday, to construct such a plant. Cur- 
rent is now supplied to St. Charles by the Union 
Electric Light & Power Co., whose franchise expires 
next February. The isgue is whether St. Charles 
would be better off financially by renewing the fran- 
chise or by going into the business itself. 

It is estimated by the city’s engineers that a mu- 
nicipal plant's profits would pay off the bonds in 
seven years, and, in addition, leave a surplus of $225,- 
000. J. W. McCarroll, superintendent of the city light 
and water plants at Fulton, Mo., is advising St. 
Charles, which already owns its water plant, to build 
its own light plant. He cites Fulton’s succegsful ex- 
perience of 38 years in municipal ownership, and 
says that city no longer views it as an experiment. 

Fulton is only one of numerous Missouri cities that 
have turned from the high rates and eternal wrang- 
ling of private utilities to municipal ownership, and 
there is little doubt that St. Charles would be better 
off in making and distributing its own electricity. 
Mayor O'Neal has got hold of a good cause. 
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THOSE FAIRGROUND PARK TREES. 

Arguments of the North St. Louis Business Men’s 
Association against the preservation of 246 trees 
along Fairground Park, when widened Natural Bridge 
avenue is paved, are, in our judgment, more time- 
serving than far-seeing. The association asserts that 
these fine trees can be transplanted te an adjacent 
section of the park, but George H. Pring, superin- 
tendent of Shaw’s Garden and president of the St. 
Louis Horticultural Society, declares it is very doubt- 
ful the trees could be moved successfully. 

The association is also, in our optnion, mistaken 
about traffic congestion under the double roadway 
plan that would save the trees. With one-way road- 
ways 40 feet wide, there would be plenty of room for 
traffic, and the parked center strip, with the trees, 
would not be an obstruction, but à thing of beauty. 
Indeed, by dividing east-and-west traffic it would pro- 
mote safety, It is a mistake to assert that the single 
block of single car track which would be ‘retained 
would cause more trouble in a one-way roadway than 
in a single broad roadway; the reverse is true.

sion toward them is vital. A political chairman, seek- 
ing to defend the practices of the utilities, can do 
them many a good turn. The office should be free 
from any influence inimical to the public interest. 

We do not know either of the men Boss Pendergast 
would name to these highly important places, but we 
do know that he is the last person in the State who 
should fill either, If the Democrats are willing to 
turn them over to him, they will have betrayed one 
of the greatest trusts ever reposed in a political party 
by the people of any state.

In Europe, the German-speaking stage is observ- 
ing the seventieth anniversary of the birth of Ger- 
hart Hauptmann with a veritable carnival of that 
greatly loved poet’s plays. The small community 
theaters which are scattered throughout Germany, as 
well ag the larger playhouses, are offering one or 
more, some groups of actors presenting as many as 
eight in a series, Emil Jannings, known to American 
screen play audiences for his masterful roles in “The 
Way of All Flesh” and “The Last Command,” is to 
go from city to city, playing in various Hauptmann 
dramas. Bremen will see him in “Die Versunkene 
Glocke, Leipzig in Fuhrmann Henschel,” and vi- 
enna in Vor Sonnenuntergang.“ Other stars of the 
German stage, including Elisabeth Bergner and Wern- 
er Krauss, the Theater Arts Monthly reports, are tak- 
ing part in the celebration in Berlin and elsewhere. 

When Hauptmann came to the United States last 
spring to join in the American observance of the 
Goethe centenary, we called attention to his wide- 
spread acceptance in the theater and social thought 
today, whereas a generation ago he was bitterly as- 
sailed. The German celebration in honor of his 
birthday leaves one contrasting the theater of the 
Continent with the disintegrating American stage.

There were, of course, coffee 
houses in New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and other seaboard cities during 
colonial times and afterward, and some of 
them became celebrated, but, in the cities of 
the West, the coffee house did not flourish, 
its place being taken by inns and taverns, 
although ordinary restaurants were some- 
times called coffee houses, There is, how- 
ever, a fine distinction between the two. 

Wherever there were French or German 
elements in the population, however, coffee 
houses found support, before the coming of 
the beer-saloon in which noon-day meals 
were often served. As é@arly as 1818, a visi- 
tor to St. Louis mentioned its “odd little 
coffee houses, with their homely billiard 
tables, cozy balconies and settees.” 

These were designed not only for refresh- 
ment purposes but to afford comfortable and 
convenient loafing places for their patrons, 
where they could exchange gossip and dis- 
cuss the news of the day. The times were 
leisurely; business and professional men 
were accustomed to linger over their lunch- 
eons in such places and to play a game or 
two of dominoes or backgammon while they 
drank their cups of black coffee.

Naturally, small coteries of congenital 
friends were gradually formed, and associa- 
tions developed in the daily coffee house 
contacts, which gave each of them distinc- 
tive character. ere were no clubs and, 
at certain hours of the day, men were to 
be found, not in their stores, offices or

When the Southern Hotel opened in 1866, 
new life was given to this neighborhood. A 
tablet in its main corridor commemorated 
the fact that near the spot Pontiac, the 
great chief of the Ottawas, was buried after 
he had been slain, in 1760, at Cahokia. Ad- 
joining this hotel was opened in 1870 Tony 
Faust's restaurant, famous, especially for the 
quality of its sea-foods, both at home and 
abroad. 


The old St. Louis Courthouse, a historic 


building, still standing and still in use, was 
begun in 1838 and completed in 1868, with 
its graceful dome and its famous ian 
‘paintings by Wimar. At the time of ay - 
ette’s visit to the city, in 1825, the square 
on which it was built was entirely vacant 
except for a pillory, or whipping post, in 
the center, where malefactors were whipped 
on their bare backs with a raw cowhide by 
the Sheriff of the county. In this building 
the celebrated Dred Scott case was tried, 
and at its east front door slaves were sold 
at auction.

“Moscow, Dec. 31.—Soviet Rus- 


sia’s five-year plan for economic 


reconstruction, shortened to four 
years and three months, ends with 
the old year with un . 
achievements for the world’s first 
Socialistic state, but has met only 
in part its objectives. 

From the viewpoint of Soviet 
leaders the plan has been success- 
ful in establishing a base for in- 
dustrialization of the country, The 
nation now has a foundation of 
heavy industry, they say, on which 
can be built future means of pro- 
duction without relying on imports. 

Comparison of the program with 
the latest available figures of ac- 
complishment, however, shows that 
the industrial plan as a whole has 
not been fulfilled. In some lines 
it can be credited with successes 
far beyond the dreams of the 
plan ers. In others, the country 
has fallen far short of the goal. 

A fair index for industry can be 
found in the record of the greater 
part of this year, showing less than 
20 per cent increase over 1931 in 
all industrial production, whereas 
a 34.7 increase actually was re- 
quired to fulfill the plan. 

Almost without exception, the 
yearly control figures were not 
met. On the other hand every 
year has shown substantial pro- 
duction gains over the previous 
year. 

Strain on Population. 

Feverish efforts to industrialize 
the country, which newspapers now 
acclaim as an accomplished fact, 
have subjected the population to 
severe strain. As the five-year plan 
ends the Russian masses are faced 
with a severe food shortage, which 
is the worst since the plan began 
and responsibility for which can 
be traced to the subordination of 
light industry, producing consump- 
tion goods, to what the state felt 
was the necessity of creating heavy 
industry. Eighty-seven per cent of 
all capital investment during the 
five-year plan was allotted to heavy 
industry. 

While not minimizing the seri- 
ousness of the present food situa - 
tion, leaders say, heavy sacrifices 
were necessary on the part of ‘re 
population during the first five- 
year period in order to give the 
nation the necessary means of 
defense for future development.

»Y COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 31.—An 
Ohio merchant an da garage at- 
tendant reported today that the 
man they saw in this region sev- 
eral days ago was R. S. McCoin, 
missing North Varolina lawyer. 
They made their statements to de- 
tectives after viewing a new photo- 
graph of McCoin, received from 
North Carolina authorities this 
morning. 

Identification of the photograph 
was made shortly after a chemist 
reported the analysis of spots on a 
glove and other personal belong- 
ings of McCoin, former North Caro- 
lina Senator, showed they were 
made by human blood. 

Announcement of the latest iden- 
tification came from Chief of De- 
tectives Thomas Scully, after de- 
tectives returned from Mount 
Sterling, a small town southwest of 
here, where the man identified as 
McCoin is said to have attempted 
to pawn his watch and overcoat. 

The garage attendant said the 
picture was that of the same man 
wkho took the McCoin automobile 
into the garage here Christmas 
eve. . 


Anonymous Letter Told of Murder 
of Motokist. 

HENDERSON, N. C., Dec. 31.— 
Authorities here admit uncertainty 
whether R. S. McCoin, missing Hen- 
derson attorney, is alive or dead. 

McCoin left here in his automo- 
bile Dec. 22, saying he was going 
to visit his farm in Virginia. 
Wednesday a letter signed “Boy in 
Distress,” posted in Chicago, told 
of the murder of a motorist in Vir- 
ginia Dec. 23 by four boys. Subse- 
quently McCoin’s automobile was 
found in Columbus, O., and authori- 
ties there said McCoin was in Co- 
lumbus Christmas eve—after the 
reported murder in Virginia. 

Robert M. Rogers.of Mount Rai- 
nier, Md., and Carl Hansen of 
Washington, truck drivers, told po- 
lice they saw a body in Richmond 
which, they said, they were sure 
after seeing pictures, was that of 
McCoin. They said three youths 
with the body told them it was that 
of a man killed in an automobile 
accident, said to have occurred Dec. 
23, the morning after McCoin dis- 
appeared. 

On the other hand, there have 
been reports that a man fitting 
McCoin’s description made his ap- 
pearance at various points along 
the route from here to Columbus.

in Federal Reserve Bank 
Report. 


Further recessions in trade and 
industry in the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District during November, | 
with some important classifications 
reaching the lowest point of the 
year late in the month and early 


in December, are noted in the cur- 
rent monthly report of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis, made 
public today. 

The downward trend has been in 
evidence since the last week in 
September after a brief improve- 
ment which followed July’s low 
point in the district’s business since 
the beginning of the depression. 

In wholesale and jobbing lines 
investigated by the bank, Novem- 
ber sales were below those of Oc- 
tober, the report says, and with 
the exception of furniture, which 
showed a moderate gain, the vol- 
ume was measurably below that 
reported in November, 1931. As 
compared with a year ago, de- 
creases were most marked in the 
heavier industries, including iron 
and steel, glass, lumber and other 
building materials. 

Christmas Shopping Began Late. 

With Christmas shopping begin- 
ning later than usual, the move- 
ment of seasonal merchandise was 
considerably below the average 
volume of recent years, the report 
continues. Demand for merchan- 
dise, as has been the case through- 
out the year, was chiefly for neces- 
saries and cheaper classes of goods. 
Purchasing of raw materials, the 
report notes, was on a limited 
scale, due to a slack demand for 
finished goods and a desire by 
manufacturers to restrict stocks for 
the period of inventory. 

The continued decline in com- 
modity prices was a further influ- 
ence tending to restrict commit- 
ments, the report says, and orders 
were confined to materials to fill 
immediate and well defined re- 
quirements. Distribution of auto- 
mobiles during Ncvember de- 
creased sharply as cOmpared with 
October and November, 1931, and 
total sales of reporting dealers 
were smallest for one month in 
more than 10 years. 

More than the usual seasonal 
contraction in operations at iron 
foundries and steel mills took place 
late in November and early in De- 
cember, the report observes. Sev- 
eral stove plants were elosed. 
Farmers’ Buying Power Reduced. 

As compared with October, the 
only changes in the agricultural sit- 
uation were of a seasonal charac- 
ter. Declines in live stock and oth-_ 
er farm products, particularly cot- 
ton and rice, reduced purchasing 
power in the agricultural districts. 

No improvement took place in 
the employment situation as a 
whole, the report says, as gains in- 
cident to holiday trade and market- 
ing of the new tobacco crop were 
more than offset by decreased em- 
ployment elsewhere. 

The volume of retail trade, as re- 
flected by department store sales 
in the district’s principal cities in 
November, was 1.8 per cent smaller 
than in October and 20.8 per cent 
less than in November, 1931, while 


sales for the first 11 months were 


22.5 per cent smaller than for the 
comparable period last year. In St. 
Louis the sales were 19.9 per cent 
below those of November, 1931, and 
for the first 11 months were 22.8 
per cent under those of the like 
period in 1931. 


Building Permits Few. 
The dollar value of permits for 


cities in November was 80 per cent 
smaller than in October and 58 per 
cent less than in November last 
year. For the first 11 months thé 
total value was down 76 per cent. 
In St. Louis the value of permits 
for the month was $91,000, as 
against $310,000 in November, 
1931. 

The decrease in freight traffic of 
railroads during November and 
early December was slightly larger 
than seasonal, the report says. The 
St. Louis Terminal Railway Asso- 
ciation, handling interchanges for 
28 connecting lines, interchanged 
106,611 loads in November as 
against 133,066 in October and 132, 
895 in November, 1931. During the 
first nine days of December the 
interchange amounted/ to 42,620 
loads as against 40,976 during the 
same period iast year, 

Estimated tonnage ‘of the Fed- 
eral Barge Line between St. Louis 
and New Orleans was 112,300 tons, 
compared with 109,442 tons handled 
in October and 86,348 in November, 
1931. 


Individual Industries. 


Conditions in individual indus- 
tries are reported as follows: 
Boats and shoes—November sales 
of reporting firms were 18 per cent 
smaller than in October and 22 per 
cent less than in November, 1931. 
Clothing—Contrary to the usual 
seasonal trend, November sales 
showed a substantial gain over the 
preceding month, but were about 
11 per cent smaller than in No- 
vember, 1931. The increase in the 
month-to-month comparison was 
due largely to postponed early fall 
buying. Although seasonal weath- 
er has stimulated demand for win- 
ter clothing, purchasing for spring 
distribution is smaller than has 
been noted in several years. 
Drugs and chemicals November 
sales decreased, with the demand 
for seasonal merchandise and or- 
dering of holiday goods measur- 


and a disposition by retailers 
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mand centered in staples and med- 
eines. 

Dry goods— Following increases 
during the two preceding months, 
November sales decreased 17 per 
cent under those of October and 19 
per cent under those of November; 
1931. 

Electrical supplies — Sales de- 
clined slightly. from October, but 
showed a decrease of 44 per cent 
compared’ with those in November, 
1931. 

Flour Price Hits Low Point. 

Flour—With produetion at about 
50 per cent of capacity, the 12 
leading mills produced 247,208 bar- 
rels, against 237,466 in October and 
272,264 in November, 1931. Re- 
flecting lower prices of cash wheat, 
flour prices early in December 
reached the lowest point of the 
present decline. 

Furniture—For. the second con- 
secutive month, saleg showed a 
gain over those of thé correspond- 
ing period a year earlier. Novem- 
ber sales were 7.6 per cent ahead 
of ‘those in November, 1931, but 
were 31.9 per cent smaller than the 
total for the preceding month. The 
increase over last year was as- 
cribed to heavier sales of holiday 
goods and seasonal ‘merchandise 
to 
replenish depleted stocks. 

Groceries—Sales fell 5 per cent 
below the October total and 11 per 
cent below the November total last 
year. 

Hardware—Following the un- 
varied precedent of the last decade, 
sales decreased from October. 

Iron and steel—Since Dec. 1 the 
rate of operations has receded far- 
ther, reaching the lowest point of 
the depression. Purchasing by the 
railroads and the oil industry r.- 
mained at low levels. The expected 
increase in business from automo- 
bile companies failed to material- 
ize. 


EX-WIFE’S CHARGE AGAINST 
ALDERMAN BRINKMAN FAILS 


Court Sustains Demurrer to Claim 
— for Support for His 14-Year- 
old Daughter. 

A charge against Alderman Au- 
gust H. Brinkman of failure to 
support his daughter, Louise, 14 
years old, was dismissed in the 
Court of Criminal Correction yes- 
terday. Ernest F. Oakley Jr., for- 
mer Prosecuting Attorney, sitting as 
provisional judge, sustained a de- 
murrer by Brinkman’s counsel. 
Judge Weinbrenner had disqualified 
himself because of his acquaintance 
with Brinkman. 

Mrs. Gertrude Brinkman, the de- 
fendant’s divorced wife, was the 
only witness. She testified that, af- 
ter the divorce in 1924, Brinkman 
had paid her alimony until two 
years ago, when he stopped paying. 
From November, 1931, to last month 
he did not contribute more than $50 
for support of Mrs. Brinkman, 
their daughter, or their son, Wil- 
liam, 17, she said. Mrs. Brinkman 
and the children are residing with 
her aunt at 2914 Accomac street. 

In response to questions of the 
prosecutor, Mrs. Brinkman said she 
paid no rent, and that her daugh- 
ter, a high school student, was well 
fed and clothed.

The 2p scarlet shows a Bird of 
Paradise on a boar’s tusk, bordered 
with native money and shells. The 
3p blue and black has a native 
dandy with an elaborate headdress. 
Upon the 4p olive green is a native 
mother and child. The 5d green 
and black has a Weird masked 
dancer for a design. The 6p bistre 
has a Papuan mother in the fore- 
ground and native shaping oar in 
background. The 9p violet and 
black depicts native fisherman fish- 
ing with bow and arrow. The 
“Duba” resort of the dead at Hanu- 
abada is on the Ish green with the 
names of post offices in the colo- 
nies in the frame. The ish 3p has 
a picture of a native boat, in brown 
and black. The 2sh deep blue 
green and black shows many na- 
tive crafts. A native potter is at 
work on the 3sh 6p, mauve and 
black. The Ssh, bistre and black,

ERE the responding hand's 
H procedure is automatic and 
simple; it calls for no judgment 
or guesswork—only for obedience. 

As already explained, with a suit 
of five or more cards headed by the 
queen or better, bid that suit and 
pass the opener’s .. : 
next bid. With, in 
addition, a clear 8 
primary trick in 
your hand, ou 
have a rebid.

Holding no five-card 
the three-no-trump bid unless you 
hold a clear trick in your hand— 
ace, two kings, or else a king and 
a queen-jack combination.

I am apt to be 
a little perfunctory about kissing 
before the camera and I dare say 
I worry about it a little. When 1 
get the script of a new play to 
read over I edit out all the kissing 
scenes I can. If I leave any in at 
all it is because they are abso- 
lutely necessary to the story.” 


There is one such kiss in the 
new Arliss picture, “The King's 
Vacation,” and it caus®@d no end 
of trouble for the sound men, the 
camera crew and for Mr. Arliss. It 
is when he returns to Marjorie 
Gateson, playing the love of his 
youth, after 18 years as monarch 
and husband of another wuman. 


Eighteen years of waiting would 
seem to necessitate a kiss at their 
meeting, even Mr. Arliss agreed to 
that. It would also seem to indi- 
cate that the kiss should be full 
of fervor and enthusiasm. Mr. Ar- 
liss apparently approached the 
scene with misgivings. He urged 
Maud Howell, his former stage 
manager and now his adviser on 
screen productions, to stand close 
by and judge the kiss for what it 
was worth in the camera. 


Generally speaking, Mr. Arliss 
has been able to avoid this kind 
of love-making on the screen. In 
“Disraeli,” if he kissed anybody, it 
was his own wife. In “The Mil- 
lionaire” he kissed his wife again, 
but it was more or less a comedy 
kiss, an intentional smack, meant 
as a surprise for his wife and as 
a laugh for the audience. In “The 
Man Who Played God,” he allowed 
Bette Davis to kiss him but he 
wasn't personally very demonstra- 
tive. In “A Successful Calamity,” 
he kissed Mary Astor once but it 
was before a great deal of company 
and many servants and it was 
naturally a kiss of the most re 
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served nature. 
But in “The King’s Vacation” he 
found that none of these preceding 


screen osculations would serve as 


patterns. He was alone, or prac- 
tically alone, with the woman he 
had loved and lost 18 long years 
before. It called for something ex- 
ceptional in the way of kisses from 
Mr. Arliss and he knew he had to 
go through with it. 

Even after 30 or more years of 
experience on the stage and screen, 
Mr. Arliss approaches that scene 
with misgivings. As mentioned be- 
fore, he insisted that Miss. Howell 
give the kiss her special attention. 

Long ago, when listing what he 
considered his own deficiencies as 
a’screen actor, Mr. Arliss said: 

“It is impossible to fade out on 
one of my kisses.” 

Here was a case in which he had, 
practically, to eat his own words. 
No fatherly peck was going to do 
for this scene. No brief, cheek- 
brushing caress was going to sat- 
isfy either Director Adolfi or the 
future audiences in such a situa- 
tion as that Mr. Arliss faced in 
“The King's Vacation.” This had 
to be a real kiss, a long kiss, a 
honest - to- goodness, soul - stirring, 
breath-taking, silent, fervent; im- 
passioned kiss. 

Migs Gateson proved to be a 
lovely victim in such a _ difficult 
situation. Mr. Arliss entered, held 
and came out of the embrace with 
surprising success. If he faked it 
a little the audiences will never 
know. 

“How did it look?” Mr. Arliss 
demanded of Miss Howell. 

“Very realistic, I think,” said Miss 
Howell. 

“How was it for sound?” de- 
manded the director. 

The sound man came out of the 
mixing booth with a grin, “The 
dialogue was fine,“ he said. “And 
we can soften down the effects.” 

Which shows that in Kiss scenes 
Mr. Arliss is still known, among 
sound experts, as a “smacker.”

Severe Asthma 


A tions e is among those condi- 


tions for which there may be 

available palliative remedies, 
but no universally appréciable and 
completely effective cures. 


From the Massachusetts General 
Hospital comes an interesting re- 
port on a study of 132 patients ad- 
mitted because of chronic severe 
asthma. Virtually all of the pa- 
tients improved after a hospitaliza- 
tion of five days. 


An important part of the study 
concerned itself with the underlying 
causes of the trouble. The author, 
Dr. Francis M. Rackemann, stated 
in commenting on the report, that 
the problem is difficult. 


Is asthma due to some innate 
peculiarity rooted in the constitu- 
tion of the sufferer; or is it due tc 
external agencies? 


Attacks of asthma may follow a 
head cold. On the other hand, 
asthma patients may have a head 
cold without suffering an attack. 
Exposure to foods and dusts to 
which the patient is sensitive some- 
times brings on an attack and at 
other times it does not. 


The majority of the patients dealt 
with in this study reported some
